ATTORNEYS SEEK 
PAGE DECISION IN 
TEST BEER CASE 


United States ‘Attorhey Charles F. 
Clyne yesterday received telegrams 
from district attorneys in nearly every 
state of the union asking for copies 
of the opinion of Federal Judge 
George T. Page in the test beer suit. 
It is the first opinion amnounced out- 
side of the New York case, which was 
a suit in equity to restrain the United 
States attorney from enforcing the 


prohibition law against the brewers. 

Judges Rogers, Ward and Hough of 
the United States District Court of: 
Appeals in New York held that a court 
of equity was pibeg wh power to re- 
strain the government from enforce- 
ment of a crtlinel law or restrain 
the United States collector from is- 
suing stamps for the manufacture and 
sale of beer. The court said inci- 
dentally that it believed the United 
States attorney had the wrong con- 
Istruction of the act and that beer was 
not prohibited unl it was intoxi- 
cating. Let! | 

In Boston the fi criminal case 
‘was tried before Federal Judge Ander- 
son, who held the government's con- 
struction of the law wrong in that 
“intoxicating beer” was barred. This 
was followed by the decision of Judge) 
Rose at Baltimore, who agreed with 
Judge Foster on the same contention. 

Judge Bickinson Philadelphia and 
Judge ‘Thompson. Pittsburgh, held 
with the government, declaring the 


word “beer” .meant intoxicating beer. 
Judge Page’s decision Friday was dit- 
ferent in that he ruled beer of one-_ 
half of 1 per cent was such beer as 
was prohibited without being intoxicat- 
ing. | 

The entire lawsuit tourned on the 
words “beer or other intoxicating bev- 
erages.” Judge Page held that when 
congress used the word “beer” it was 
meant to be a part of the law, whfile if 
the contention of the counsel for the 
defendant Stenson Brewing company 
was followed the word “beer” might 
as well be left out) of the law.

On being informed 
of the suicidd the bailiff forced open 
the chamber door. The jurist’s coat 
was hanging over a chair and the win- 
dow was open. :

“I was waiting to 
go home with him and he asked to be 
excused for a moment. Then he went 
into his chambers and locked the door.

“What causes unrest?” seems te 
have backed off the boards these day 
that other popular favorite, “ Who won 
the war?” One answer conservative 
labor leaders appear agreed upon is 
that “industrial revolutionaries,” reds, 
pinks, violets, or mauves have only 
sporadic following. 
@s great a factor as bolshevism, they 
declare, and even over prohibition their 
theories are split. Some hold with 
Samuel Gompers that much discontent 
is caused by abolition of the working- 
man’s giass; others count the Demon 
Rum out as a brewer of trouble. But 
one and ali they. harp on high cost. 

One rumor they knocked on the head 
yesterday was that the Federal union, 
into which the Crane company and In- 
ternational Harvester strikers are be- 
ing organized, is an offshoot of the 
“one big union” idea, which was at 
the basis of Canada’s sympathetic 
strike. They said that in organizing 
a new plant it is quite a general pro- 
cédure for the American Federation of 
Labor to effect a preliminary organiza- 
tion. This goes under the name of 
. Federal union—it is a sort of “‘ holding 
concern.” After the workers are signed 
up they are then sorted out. and or- 
ganized according to crafts im regular 
unions. The unskilled and unclassified 
remain as the Federal union. 

|Condemn “ Mystery Strikes.” 
But the process of calling thé work- 
ers out without régistering any de- 
mands or grievances. in a “mystery 
strike” of the Crane company and 
Harvester type, is something new, and 
the ‘conservatives say it is counter to 


trades union principles. 


Ald. Thomas Byrne, for twenty-seven 
years a labor leader and union organ- 
izer,; analyzed the situation yesterday. 

“The problem confronting the coun- 
try,” he said, “is to devise some way 
of getting the cost of living down and 
then placing wages on a fair and equi- 
table level. I believe high cost of liv- 
ing, which is quite different from high 
prices, is a fundamental trouble. The 
worker sees his wages higher, but he 
finds himself unable to save anything 
out of the higher schedules. Natural 
ly he gets restless. He sees where 
some group like the bricklayers, for ex- 
ample, is getting a dollar an hour, 
and/he says he ought to get as much. 
But) he doesn’t know that the brick- 
layer is able to work only about 155 
days a year, while the other fellow can 
put im a full year’s work. |

IGH prices now being paid for 
meat, especially pork, have 
stimulated interest in the grow- 
ing of hogs. Men who own a 
email tract of land are taking a hand 
with the farmer in filling the pork bar- 
re. Many of them are just starting 
in the business and are consequently 
meeting with new problems every day. 
In most every case the object is to get 
the pig on the market as quickly as 
_ possible, and to do this it must be given 
every opportunity from the time of 
birth until it reaches the butcher's 
block. 
There was a time when the pig was 
turned loose on the range or in the 
pasture to root for himself until fall, 
and was lucky if he did not miss his 
supper. But times have changed, and 
giong with it the attitude of the hog 
raiser. The pig is now a pampered 
pet and is given every advantage 
throughout his short career. He is 
properly housed at farrowing time, 


yaccinated against cholera and “flu” 
when & small shoat; he is furnished 
clean drinking water instead of a mud 
hole to drink from, a self-feeder to run 
‘to when he is big enough to eat, and a 
“self-oiler to keep his skin soft. Within 
the last few years he has been provided 
with a delgusing station, and now he 
‘4s to have an iceless refrigerator where 
he may be comfortable in hot weather. 


Most all of these devices have passed 
through the experimental stages and 
have been found necessary if maximum 
gains are to be obtained. They have 
been simplified until now they are inex- 
pensive. The farmer realizes that he 
is well repaid for the money expended 
P providing these comforts when a 
gngie hog 8 months old will bring 
from $40 to $50 on the market today, 
and there are reasons to believe that 
prices will remain high for some time. 

Age for Weaning.

A variety of ‘successful methods of 
Weaning pigs is practiced and no single 
ru'e that is superior to all others could 
be laid down. With beginners it is 
well to follow the practices,of old, 
experienced hog raisers, and farmers 
se 40 grow hundreds of hogs every year 
ore usually able to give some helpful 
advice. M. J. Thatcher of Liscomb, 
@ successful breeder, been- 
‘Teising two litters a year ffom each 
ere of his sows for about six years. 
“Eraise from 240. tc 250 pigs every 
Y ar, and I consider weaning time the 
most important stage of the te life,”

Sows in Clover. - 

“Last year I had twelve sows that 
Produced two litters, ont in the spring 
amd the other in the fall, and they

careful with my pigs and I find that 
it pays.

“I have already weaned my spring

He 
figures that it costs a little more to 
grow pigs in the fall than in the spring, 
but considers the profits big enough to 
justify the extra feed and care. is 

Pigs Wean Themselves. 

“The proper age to wean pigs de-' |iI| 
pends to a great extent on the method gh 
employed,” said Ed Hotle of Keota, 
Iowa. “I keep my sows on blue grass 
and clover pasture and feed them oats 
and corn while the pigs are sucking. 
When the pigs get big enough to eat 
I feed them on oats, corn, and tankage 
in separate self-feeders placed in pens 
where the sow cannot get to them. In 
this' way the pigs will wean themselves 
when they are about ten weeks old, 
and there is not that sudden change 
of ration.. They are kept on this feed 
until marketed. In about eight months 
they weigh around 250 pounds, and if 
I decide to keep them longer I use a 
cheaper ration. At the age of eleven 
months will weigh about 300 
pounds.” 

“ Many farmers wean pigs . six and 
seven weeks of age, when the brood 
sows have a good flow of milk and are 
capable of maintaining the young in 
excellent condition and development at 
leSs expense and: trouble than ‘the 4 
young porkers could otherwise be 
handled. Their mother’s milk is one of 
the best feeds available for growing 
pigs, and consequently it should be 
used to the greatest extent | ssible,” 
says the-United States de nt of 
agriculture. 

The specialists further say t hat when | 
the pigs e-e from 6 to 7 weeks old the 
sow should be on full feed, unless for. 
some extraordinary reason the pigs 
should not be weaned until the age of 
10 weeks, and in such instances it is 
preferable to allow them to run with 
their mother until they are/12 to 14 
weeks old. When pigs are weaned too ~ 
early serious results often attend, as 
abrupt ch. ges in the character of the 
ration mainy times create serfous trou- 
ble. 

Cooling Systim. Hot Weather. 

Pigs should be watched closely dur- , 
ing the summer months, and the 
change of feed is sometimes necessary | 
to keep them with a good appetite. The | 
man ‘who has‘only a few to take care | 
of can easily provide all of the com- 
forts that are needed. Hot weather is 
hard on pigs that are being fattened 
and if not given proper care they gain | 
slowly or may lose weight. The iceless | 
refrigerator seems to be a practical’ 
means of helping the fat pig’ along: It 
is made by inclosing a frame in canton | 
flannel or burlav sacks. Then place 
a can of fresh water on top of the' 
frame and provide burlap wicks to ex-

The wa- 
ter is carried to all parts of the frame 
and the evaporation of moisture keeps 
the refrigerator cool. The frame also

Diseases and parasites must be' 
guarded against. It is advisable to, 
vaccinate against hog cholera when the ' 
pigs weigh about 100 pounds, especially CS) 
if there is an epidemic of the disease 
in the ¢gommunity. Lice and worms 
are too common parasites of the hog 
and are usually present if steps are not 
taken to prevent. Lice may be erad- 
4eated by spraying the hogs with one 
of the standard stock dips. | 

There are various remedies for | 
worms, including turpentine, charcoal, 
and salt, wood ashes, copperas, and 
lye. The Iowa experiment station rec- 
ommends the following mixture for in- 
testinal worms: For a fifty pound pig a 
dose of 2.5 grains of santonin, 1 dram 
of areca nut, 0.5 grains of calomel, and 
6.5 dram sodiura bicarbonate. The 
amount. should be doubled for a 100 
pound pig. The pig should not be fed 
any food for twenty-four hours before 
giving the treatment, and the dose 
should be repeated in about ba na days 
to be sure the worms are expell 
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answered 
te Teer.

HE shortest road to fame is not 

to be th best in any line

‘top of the artistic ladder, is a wizard 
with the brush, and a very remarkable 
personality. We have no greater genius 
among American painters today, no 


, one whose exhibits draw larger crowds 


or attract more comment from ccritics. 
He came out here to paint a portrait 
of the Edward Bennett's young son, 


Edward Jr. 


His methods of painting a portrait 
are interesting. He wields the brush’ 
swiftly, brilliantly on portrait after 
portrait of his sitter until one flashes 
on the canvas that satisfies his desires. 
He paints with his left hand, and al- 
ways when he works his wife, who is 
herself an artist, sits by his side silent- 
ly observing, evidently a necessary, 
though wordless, inspiration., — 

So successful was he in the picture 
of the 3 year old boy, a spirited pre- 
sentation of childhood, that he is now 
painting Mrs. Bennett's likeness.

Henri’s Circus Posters. | 
He tells an amusing story of two of 
his pictures, which he calls the most 
exhibited canvases in the country. One 
of his earliest commissions, given to 
him when he was young and unknown, 
was to paint a portrait of the proprie- 
tor of a well known equestrian show, 
an enterprise that traveled the length 
and breadth of the land, transporting 
its trained horses and riders in a string 
of special cars. He made two like- 
nesses of his sitter, emphasizing in 
both a gorgeous diamond studded cra- 
vat pin. So pleased was his patron 
that he, the patron, bought both can 
vases, paying $25 apiece for them. 
Many years later, in a railway yard, 
Mr. Henri, then grown famous, saw a 
train of cars on a siding, with one car 
more gorgeous than the others, and 
with a strangely familiar air to part 
of its decoration. Approaching it, he 
discovered one of these early por- 
traits panelled to the outside and set 
under plate gass. Wondering what 
had become of its twin, he stepped 
around to the other side of the car and 
found it there, similarly affixed. 
In appearance Mr. Henri is of 
medium size and slender build, with 
dark, slightly grizzled hair and with 
_ the keen, impassivity in his expression 
which one associates rather with great 
generals or great gamblers than with 
supposedly mote impressionable artists. 
But when he-is at work his whole 
aspect changes as if an'‘inner flame 
glowed through him, and he paints like 
one inspired, each stroke telling on the 
canvas. Frequently the final product 
is the fruit of a few hours’ furious 
work, though his subject may have sat 
to him for days. | 
He says that he made up his mind 
early in life that he would marry none 
but a woman with red hair. Mrs. 
Henrt’s hair is the loveliest Titian red 
bronze, and she winds it in one flat 
Sweep close around her well shaped 
head and fastens it with a small comb

One sees them, appreciates 
them, gloats a bit over this or that de- 
teill—and turns away, satisfied with 
the definition Time has given Durer's 
touch as that of a master artist. 
Claude Lorraine, on the other hand, 
influence the mind to a sweeter, 
mor earthly state of thought. His 


dancing peasants move in rhythm to 
the wind that blows caressingly 


willows that frame their place of ren- 
dezvous. The gray clouds steal through 
the sky, beating against the blue softly 
as the steady wings of geese winging 
their flight south in the fall. A spirit 
of innocent revelry hangs over the 
whole scene. A spirit that calls for 
the presence of the “little folk.” And 
it is because of this spirit that apology 
must needs be offered for glancing

An amusing print by Durer typifies 
the spirit of the modern world in its 
relationship between the “lady who 
orders the meals” and the “lady, or 
gentleman, who prepares them.” It is 
called “‘The Hostess and the Cook.” 
An enormous chef, armed with a fry- 
ing p@n and spoon, towers beside the 
little mistress of the house in such 
formidable proportions that one won-

For the most part the etchings. by 
Durer deal with the Virgin: and Child 
and with various Biblical topics. In 
such vein are also the prints by 
One must, of course, 
except a few from this sweeping cate- 
gory. There is Schoengeudr's charm- 
ing “ Dragon,” for instance-—a dragon 
that represents a model companion to 
the talkative, hurrying griffin and 
the singing, weeping mock turtle whom 


from the few exceptions, the prints

I found, a little time ago, an inter- 
esting account of what art treasures 
are housed now in Germany that could 
be given back to France in some sort 
of reparation for the damage done her 
beauties. The article is by Arsene 
Alexandre and appeared in the French 
review, La Renaissance de l’Art I ran- 


quote a few paragraphs from the story 
as it was — in the New York 


‘First of all, we ices to say a few words 
about the righteousness of this principle of 
reprisals. ‘The Germans had, in the begin- 
ning of hostilities, a phrase which they 
applied to every operation, bombardment, and 
pillage. ‘This is war.’ We. could now 
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retort in our tarn: “ Krieg ist Kriec.” But, 
signularly, they would fail to underrtand in 
German that which ‘they ‘pronounced 
French. In the same manner, after they h 
said, with ther abominable thinkers, “ might 
makes right,” they would stand aghast if we 
now should affirm that tt dbes—but this time 
in our favor. 

But, happily for our dignity and for world 
morality, we have arguments of a much 
higher order to draw upon. 

M. de Dampierre, in his report before the 
commission of artistic defense of the French 
Anti-Germanic union, indorses the ideas set 
forth in another report submitted by Henri 
Marcel, Armand Dayor, André Maurel, and 
myself, to wit, that works of art cannot be 
replaced by a monetary equivalent; that only 
art can replace art: finally, that a reprisal 
on the publie collections of Germany is the 
only reparation strictly in the same nature 
and on the same level as the damage. 
this is indisputable. The principle thus bog 
fixed, let us proceed to a hurried survey 0 
the French works of art which can be seized 
in Germany, outside of masterpieces of other 
schools, which also might be demanded. 

tT the Museum of Berlin there are two 
Watteaus which are worth at least as much 
as those at Potsdam and the Royal castle— 
the French Comedians and the Italian Co- 
medians. Four magnificent Poussins—Juno 
and Argus, Jupiter as a Child, Phaethon, 
Renaud and Armide [the last taken from the 
Louvre in 1815); an exceptional Le Brun, 
the Jabach Family; the delicious portrait of 
Marie Mancini by Mignard; that of Desjar- 
dins, the sculptor, by Rigaud; finally, to cut 
it short, excellent pieces of Le Sueur, Pesne, 
Vouet, De Troy, Lancret, Ciaude Lorraine, 
and Clouet, as well as the portrait of Etienne 
Chevalier by Jean Fouquet. 

At the Grandducal gallery in Karlsruhe 
there are six Chardians, one Desportes, one 
Largilliere, two Rigauds, one Valentin, two 
Chevalier ‘by Jeah Foucquet.

But when these reports are sub- 
stantiated day after day, and when they deal with 
American citizens, and when thediving testimonial 
of that atrocious disorder appears before a con- 
- gressional committee, it nears the time to think 
deeply. 

First we had the rumors of Mexican murders, 
patiently denied and finally admitted; then the list 
of them read inp congress, and now we hear the tes- 
timony of Mary Correll. Slowly the truth is be- 
ginning to trickle into Washington.

|make trained registered nurses of school 
girls by a six months’ course in nursing, 
but such girls can become skillful enough 
to do much of the work now done by 
nurses, leaving the more highly trained 
to discharge the more difficult and more 
technical tasks. 

For the purpose of training in home 
nursing there are many books on the 
market, all written by ‘trained nurses, 

and there will probabiy be a flood of 
new ones now that there is possibility 
of the work given in the public schools. 
Before. me as I write is a very good 
one by Eveleen Harrison, published by 
the MacMillan company. -The twelve 
chapters deal with choice and prepara- 
tion of room and bed, atmospheric term- 
perature, ventilation, comforts for the 
patient, temperature, pulse; respiration, 
the giving of medicines, baths, medicinal 
symptoms and nursing of infectious dis- 
eases, prevention and care of coughs and 
colds, nursing in grip, bronchitis, and 
pneumonia, observation of symptoms in 
the nursing of children, counter irri- 
tants, douches, enemata, how to prepare 
for a surgical operation, care of patients 
before and after. operations, first aid in 
emergencies, dietetics, dainty dishes and 
how to serve them, recipes for invalid 
cooking. 

Of these subjects the one in which hast 
technical training is required for pro- 
ficiency is first aid. Many of the first 
aid procedures can only be done by 
people with a considerable degree of 
training. For instance, artificial respira- 
‘tion. Many people know that the Schae- 
fer method is best. They also know that 
the patient lies face downward in the 
Schaefer method, but when he applies the 
method he expels air, or tries aa at a 
rate of 30 a minute. 

Considerable training | is of advantage 
in stopping hemorrhage, in handling 
fractured limbs, and in deciding between 
fainting, drunkenness and apoplexy when 
persons fall unconscious.

The rude temple around which they | 


are gathered was of a type peculiar 
to the Celtic people of that time.

The outside of the temple was 
Palisade of stones set in a gigantic 
ring.

the rising sun, and in the center was 
a great stone altar. The circular 
mound surrounding the pit was cut 
away on the northeast side to allow a 
free passage for the sun's rays. In 
this path a huge block of stone was 
set, so spaced that as the sun rose on 
this one day its shadow would reach 
out and just touch the altar. 

-Noday, in the fast gathering light 
of dawn, victims lie bound on the altar 
stone, while the priests, or druids, as 
they —_ called, stand with their stone 


thirty-five centuries. 


The day ‘grows 


waiting. 
brighter, the purple shades slip into 
the west, and over the eastern edge of 
the hills there comes the gathering 


hammers, 


sunshine. The druids are watching 
carefully now, across the edge of the 
sunstone. A flash comes over the top, 
the sunlight streams down the long 
lane to the altar and upon the faces 
there, the druids make the bloody sac- 
rifice, and a new year has begun in 
Britain. 

This old temple, 
Stonehenge, has withstood the ravages 
of weather, time, and man himself ‘or 
The people who 
built it belonged -to the neolithic period, 
or age of polished stones. Iron was 
unknown to them, but bronze imple 
ments, such as swords and spear 
heads, were just beginning to be in- 
troduced. They were far too expen- 
sive, howbver, to be in general use, 
and the ehisels used in cutting the 
stones were also of stone. These are 
found in great numbers near by, where 
the workers threw them nrter they had 
worn out. 


Stonehenge is seonit 300 foet across. 
About two-thirds of the stones are still 
standing, the rest having fallen down 
and the smaller ones carried away to 
make foundations for houses, mill- 
stones, and what not. It is only too 
true that men have little respect for 
the monuments of those who lived be- 
fore, and tear them down: merely for 
the material they contain.

| By J. H. 
ARIS, July 3.—Musical Paris has 
turned its attention this summer 
to the one act opera. The two 
most important premigrs of the 
}season thus far have been one act 
| pieces, the first from the pen of that 
master of masters in France, Camille 
Saint-Saéns, and the second from the 
less known but none the less wet ese 
hand of M. A. Mariotte. 


_' The latter has given us a new ot 


ting for the Oscar Wilde poetic drama, 
Salome, and one which in its breadth, 
technical excellence, and purity of 
phrasing is the most important mu- 
sical offering Paris has heard since 
the outbreak of the war. 

M. Mariotte is not a young man. 
Paris has waited long for him to pro-

He has succeeded so well that he has 
surpassed even Strauss in his handling 
of the theme. 

Perhaps the most impressive thing 
about the new work is that the com- 
poser has not lost sight of the under- 
lying tragedy of Wilde’s great drama 
despite the boxoffice considerations of 
a sensual opera. He has caught the 
spirit in which the English author 
wroté the.poem, and has attempted 
no subtle lyric to charm the sense. 

His music has not the vulgarity and 
barbarty of the Strauss opera. Its 
purity has even led two of the best

The first intimation I had of this was 
a wire from Lord*Kitchener, received 
late at night on ‘ae 3, which ran as 
follows:

“My present opinion is Zeebrugege, 
where there are good landing facilities. 


Can you send Rawlinson by motor to 
Antwerp to take charge and study the 
_gituation before the troops arrive?” 


This message was amplified by the 


following message which was sent later 


in the day: 
“TIT am arranging following expedi- 
tionary force for relief Antwerp:

“Hard fighting’ north of the Oise, 
where strength of French force equiv- 
alent to twelve corps and six cavalry 
divisions. Comparative quiet on the 
Aisne; British forces in progress: of 
evacuating positions and moving north 
of the Somme near Abbeville; move 
should be completed by the 20th inst. 

“The German line extends from. 
about Lille, roughly parallel to the 
Chaulnes, 
Roye, south of Noyon, thence along 
the hills north of the Aisne to Craonne, 
Brimont, Nogent-l’Abbesse, Somme Py, 
northeast of Verdun, where it turns 
south to Fresnes-en-Woevre,* then to 
near St. Mihiel, Thiaucourt, and east 
of Thiaucourt. 

“ The strength of the Germans north 


of the Oise is probably eleven corps 


and nine cavalry divisions in position. 
In addition to the above forces, one 
brigade was detraining at Cambrai yes- 
terday and reserve troops are holding 
entrenched positions about Mons and 
Valenciennes, numbers variously re- 
ported from 50,000 to 70,000. 

“The object of the allies is to bring 
about a retirement of the Germans.

Kitchener “ Goes Over His Head.” 
» ORD KITCHENER had dispatched 
‘these troops en route to Antwerp 
itself before he even asked me for 
an appreciation of the general 
situation. 

The history of the rapid movement 
‘and fall of Antwerp, the evacuation of 
Ostend and Zeebrugge, and the retreat 
of the Belgians to the Yser is very 
well known now, and it is not my in- 


to go over the again. 
here; but I feel sure that, had the views 
of the commanders in the field [Joffre 
and myself] been accepted, a*much bet- 
ter and easier situation would have 
been created, 


It is perfectly clear that the opega- 
tions for the relief of Antwerp should 
never have been directed from London. 


As things actually turned out, the 
troops which Were landed at Ostend 
and Zeebrugge had, to quote Gen. Jot- 
fre’g wire to Huguet on Oct. 8, no in: 
fluence on the fate of the fortress, ahd 
what help they were in protecting the 
retreat of the Belgians and saving that 
army from destruction might - have 
been equally well rendered from a saf- 
er and more effective: direction. This 
would not have necessitated that dan- 
_gerous and exhausting flank march, 
costing such terrible loss, by which 
alone they were able eventually to 
unite with the main British forces. . 


Dispatched from England on Oct. 5 
or 6, and disembarking at Calais or 
Boulogne (Dunkirk could have been’ 
used if the Belgian army had re- 
quired more help), they would have de-, 
ployed six or seven days later in the 
valley of the Lys, south of the Third 
corps, and Lille might have been 
saved. 


It is quite possible also to conceive 
a situation starting from these prelim- 
inary dispositions which would have 


. resulted in saving Ostend, even Zee- 


brugge and that line of coast the pos- 
session of which by the enemy, dating 
from October, 1914, was a source of 
such infinite trouble to us. é 


Although I was given no voice in 
these Antwerp dispositions and was 
left in partial ignorance of what was 
going on, which, in my position. as com- 
mander in chief was deplorable, I took 
what steps I could to keep in close 
touch with the progress of events. 

Col. Bridges of the 4th dragoon 
guards was with his regiment in the 
cavalry division. He had formerly 
been military attaché in Brussels and 
understood the Belgians well. He had 
already greatly distinguished himself 
in earlier battles, and I sent for ‘him, 

In accordance with my -instructions 
he arrived at my headquarters during 
the night of Oct. 3-4. I dispatched 
him at 5 a. m. on the 4th by motor to 
Brussels, instructing him to get into 
immediate communication with the 
Belgian general staff and endeavor to 
persuade them to hang on to Antwerp, 
promising support from us so soon ‘as 
we could possibly get to them. 

“I directed Sir Edward Henderson 


to establish air reconnaissances to- 
. Ward Antwerp, which he did. 


Finally, I did my utmost to expedite 
the move of all the British forces to 
the northern theater. It appeared 
likely that there might be consider- 
able delay in relieving the 1st corps. 
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I therefore dispatched Henry Wilson 
to Gen. Joffre. with the phoone note, 
dated "Oct. 4, 1914: | 


“™ With reference to Sir John Hrench’s

The trees were 
cut down, not even the orchards being 
spared; the villages were set on fire; 
the towns were gutted, explosives be-

As.a last refinement a series of 


devilishly cunning booby traps was de-. 


vised, ‘consisting of wires connected to 
German helmets, pianos, door handles, 
the steps of dugouts or of houses, 
whieh when touched expldded charges 
and cost us the lives of many of our 
men. The systematic and skillful sav- 
agery of the modern German created 
a devastation which shamed the best 
efforts of his untutored forebears. This 
was all part_of Ludendorff’s scheme of 
defense, He knew that the time and 
labor required to restore the communi- 
cations, to repair the bridges and pro- 


vide water and gheiter for their troops 


would derange the, plans of -the allied 
generals, and as a purely mijitary 
measure the scheme was an unquali- 
fied success, for it unquestionably con- 


tributed very largely to the failure of

The allied defences have often been 
contrasted unfavorably with these elab- 
orate and intricate German. trench 
systems, but the conditions on the 
two sides were very different, In the 
first place, from the beginning of 1915 
until the end of 1917

In the second place, the Germans 
were much more favorably placed than 
the allies as regards labor.

When I faced her in court—and this was 
her first intimation that I was connected 
with the aftair—the situation was so differ- 
ent that she realized that the game was up.

married an English army officer. It was the 
old, old story, however—she could not stand a 
well ordered, quiet life, and one day her hus- 
band found her with another man. 
vorced her and she went to Paris to live.

for this type of woman, soon hired her and 


with many pledges of secrecy, telling her I 
might be court martialed and shot if it were 
known that I-ever teld about the arrival of 
a convoy, I gave her the date of expected 
arrival.
